They were ali eastward bound. 


3+ At Loch'ingwari (121- , 28- )}, there was a 500-ton cargo ship of 300 
feet in length. It was headed south. 


4. At duian (120-38, 27-49), there were 40 motor junks of 20 tons each. 


a+ Forty kilometers northeast of Futing (120-13 » 27-20), there were 20 motor 
Junky of 15 to 20 tons each. 


6. Ten miles west of Ssuchuantao (120-20, 26-40), there were ten sampans. 
7. At Loyuanvan (119-33, 26-27) there were 20 motor junks of 20 tons each.
